The man who posed as «^swaJd 
ourmg several visits to ihe embassy 
had a fatter, older face than the 
man arrested for killing the Presi- 
aeni. he said. 

Cnban officials said the imper* 
conation was designed ‘o give the 
false impression thai ‘Oswald had 
Cuban connections. The CIA had 
bugged the Cuban *x>nsulate in 
Mexico and would have had conclu- 
sive pro«M* of anv ploi between 
Oswald and Cuba, they added.

They .•barged that the CLA, 
Cuban counter revolutionaries and 
the .Mafia were linked to the 
Kennedy assassination. 

A Cuban double agent who said 
he had worked m Miami and 
infiltrated both counter revolutlon- 
ary groups and the CLA charged 



that these organizations received 
the news of Kennedy's kiUing 
exultantly. 

A few days later a CLA official 
told him that anacks on Cuba 
would increase because the limits 
on operations had been removed,

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Another key witness was Ro- 
lando Cubela, whom the CLA sent 
on a mission to kill Cuban President 
Fidel Castro in The CLA later 
suggested that Cubeia might have

Cubela loid the hearing that he 
had served 12 years of a 25-vear 
sentence for counter re%*olutiODar> 
actiNities and added he was not a 
doubie agent.

The hearing was heid before a 
irtbunai investigating orunes of

Cuba also produced a wide 
range of evidence of other CL\ 
plots to kill Castro, including an 
alleged iirempi in ‘Chile m l97i. 
much of which had been oublished 
before

One was Leopoidina Grau. a 
m«ce of former Cuban president 
Grau San Mar^m. who was ^a- 
tenced to 10 ; ear^ :or ’^ryina * 
poison Castro.
